The  undersigned,  Police  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Exeter, 
herewith  submit  their  fourth  annual  report :  On  the  first  Tuesday 
evening  of  each  month  the  Commissioners  have  met  at  pohce 
headquarters  to  listen  to  complaints  and  to  transact  any  necessary 
business. 

On  May  13  th,  George  W.  Munsey,  Superintendent  of  Police, 
sent  in  his  resignation,  and  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, May  29th,  Charles  G.  Gooch  was  appointed  Superintend- 
ent. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  police  officers  in  bringing  to  justice  of- 
fenders against  the  public  peace,  and  in  maintaining  good  order 
throughout  the  town,  has  been  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  the  Com- 
missioners. 

Orders  upon  the  Town  Treasurer  have  been  given  to  the 
amount  of  $2,747.90  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  de- 
partment. The  number  of  arrests  during  the  year,  the  causes 
thereof,  and  other  items  pertaining  to  the  work  of  the  police  officers, 
may  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  appended  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Police.

Chief  Engineer's  Report. 


In  compliance  with  the  law,  I  submit  my  report  as  Chief  Engi- 
neer for  the  past  year,  giving  account  of  fires  and  alarms,  with  the 
condition  of  fire  apparatus  under  my  care. 

We  have  responded  to  fourteen  alarms,  as  follows  : 

Dam- 
age $55  ;  covered  by  insurance;  cause,  defective  chimney.

covered  by  insurance  ;  cause,  defective  chimney.

In  regard  to  the  twelfth  article  in  the  warrant,  to  see  if  the 
town  will  raise  eight  thousand  dollars  to  buy  a  steam  fire-engine 
and  build  a  house  for  the  same  above  the  railroad,  there  ought  to 
be  better  fire  protection  in  that  part  of  the  town.  When  the 
water-works  were  laid,  there  were  fewer  buildings  in  the  shoe- 
shop  neighborhood,  compared  with  what  there  are  to-day. 
The  hydrant  service  above  the  railroad  is  very  poor.  The 
water-mains  are  not  as  large  as  they  should  be.  The  standpipe 
should  be  made  higher  and  kept  full  of  water.  Since  the 
town  is  paying  for  hydrant  service,  I  think  they  should  have  it, 
and  a  steamer  in  that  part  of  the  town  would  need  plenty  of  water, 
which  they  are  not  getting. 

The  fireman's  muster  October  12  th  was  a  success.  It  created  a 
great  interest  among  the  firemen,  as  well  as  the  citizens.  I  would 
suggest  having  something  of  the  kind  often. 

The  C.  E.  Warren  hose  house  on  Spring  street,  has  been  re- 
placed with  a  modern  house.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  com- 
mittee and  contractor  for  its  conveniences,  and  it  is  highly  appreci- 
ated by  the  members  of  the  company. 

The  apparatus  under  my  charge  is  in  good  working  condition, 
with  the  exception  of  hose.  We  have  about  4,000  feet.  At  a 
large  fire  we  are  liable  to  use  the  full  amount,  and  after  our  return, 
we  need  dry  hose  to  put  on  the  hose  reels.  I  would  recommend 
'the  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  2,000  feet  of  hose. 

I  desire  to  again  express  my  thanks  to  the  public,  the  Assistant 
Engineers  and  the  firemen,  for  their  prompt  attention  to  duty.

The  Robinson  Seminary. 

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT. 

Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  : 

The  year's  history  of  the  Seminary  has  been  so  much  a  carrying 
forward  and  working  out  of  plans  that  have  been  set  forth  at  length 
in  the  reports  of  former  years  that  an  extended  report  at  this  time  is 
uncalled  for.  It  has  been  one  of  constantly  increasing  prosperity 
for  the  school,  hard  work  and  thorough  enjoyment  for  teachers  and 
pupils. 

CHANGES    IN    CORPS    OF    TEACHERS. 

In  June  after  fourteen  years  of  faithful  labor  as  teacher  in  Math- 
eniatics  and  English,  in  which  she  won  the  respect  and  affection  of 
every  pupil  who  ever  came  under  her  instruction.  Miss  Martha  F. 
Rice  resigned  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  and  to  grace  with  her 
accomplishments  a  home  in  Falls  Church,  Virginia.  We  may  form 
some  estimate  of  the  desirableness  of  the  position  of  teacher  of 
Mathematics  and  English  in  our  Seminary  from  the  fact  that  I  re- 
ceived one  hundred  and  sixty-three  applications  for  the  position. 

Convinced  that  we  could  not  do  better  than  to  fill  the  vacancy 
from  our  own  number,  the  place  was  tendered  to  Miss  Mabel  Bar- 
stow  and  accepted. 

Miss  Barstow  is  a  graduate  of  Mt.  Holyoke,  and  by  three  years 
of  unusually  successful  service  in  the  Preparatory  Department  had 
demonstrated  her  fitness  for  promotion  to  larger  responsibility.  In 
ambition,  in  accurate  scholarship,  in  ideal  of  what  her  department 
may  become,  and  in  effort  to  attain  that  ideal  Miss  Barstow  in  her 
new  work  is  meeting  my  anticipations. 

For  years  I  have  felt  the  need  of  some  systematic  elocutionary 
training  and  voice  drill  for  all  our  classes.  While  the  employing 
of  a  special  teacher  for  that  work  alone  was  out  of  the  question,  by 
lessening  somewhat  the  work  of  the  language  teacher  in  the  Pre- 
paratory Department  I  thought  it  would  be  possible  to  unite  the 
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work  of  language  teaching  and  elocution.  Accordingly  Miss  Ade- 
laide Johnson  was  appointed  as  teacher  of  Language,  Reading  and 
Elocution. 

Miss  Johnson  is  a  graduate  of  the  \\'est  Chester,  Pa.,  Normal 
School  and  the  Boston  School  of  Expression.  She  came  to  us 
very  highly  recommended  both  by  the  Normal  School  and  the 
School  of  Expression.  She  has  already  awakened  a  deep  interest 
among  the  pupils  of  both  departments  in  elocutionary  training, 
and  is  doing  excellent  language  teaching. 

CHANGES    IN   THE    BUILDING. 

For  many  years  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  pupils.  The  increase  is  chiefly  in  the  Academic  department, 
and  composed  of  tuition  and  non-resident  pupils.  Various  changes 
in  the  arrangements  of  the  rooms  have  been  made  from  time  to 
time  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  added  number.  But  the  advance- 
ment of  the  attendance  the  present  year  to  240  pupils  has  made  the 
need  of  more  room  for  class  work  imperative.  Accordingly,  the 
large  sunny  room  at  the  left  of  the  front  entrance,  for  years  used  as 
a  cloak  room  for  the  younger  girls,  has  been  converted  into  a  reci- 
tation and  lecture  room  for  the  use  of  both  the  Preparatory  and 
Academic  departments.  The  room  has  been  provided  with  an 
abundance  of  slate  blackboards  of  the  best  quality,  repainted,  and 
furnished  with  comfortable  folding  chairs.  In  decoration  I  intend 
it  to  be  a  nature  room,  and  have  already  placed  upon  the  walls  five 
fine  pictures,  illustrative  of  the  wonders  and  beauties  of  nature.  I 
hope  also_  to  have  given  in  this  room  from  time  to  time 
lectures  supplementary  to  the  work  of  our  regular  courses  of  in- 
struction. 

GIFTS. 

The  Seminary  has  been  well  remembered  by  its  friends  the  past 
year.  Dr.  Abner  L.  Merrill  has  presented  a  tablet  memorial  of  the 
Founder.  It  is  a  slab  of  Italian  marble,  in  size  five  by  eight  feet, 
upon  which  are  inscribed  appropriate  historical  data  and  brief  ex- 
tracts from  Mr.  Robinson's  will,  setting  forth  his  purpose  and  hopes 
in  founding  the  school.  The  tablet  has  been  placed  upon  the 
front  wall    of  the    Chapel.     Other   gifts    received   are   as  follows : 
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Books  and  natural  history  specimens,  Miss  Cornelia  B.  Colton ; 
minerals,  Mrs.  Oilman  B.  Hoyt  and  Miss  Annie  Lawrence ; 
meteorite,  Mr.  F.  Crosbie ;  tufted  puffin,  Mr.  George  F.  Haynes ; 
natural  history  specimens,  Miss  Katharine  Small,  Mr.  Frank  M.  Cilley 
and  Miss  R.  P.  Amen ;  great  horned  owl,  Mr.  Frank  Gilbert ;  hawk, 
Mr.  S.  N.  Brown,  Randolph,  N.  H. ;  black  walnut  trees  for  the 
Seminary  grounds,  Mr.  David  W.  Merrill. 

EXAMINATIONS    FOR    ADMISSION. 

The  number  of  pupils  who  come  to  us  from  abroad  is  rapidly 
increasing  from  year  to  year,  a  fact  that  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
to  the  well-being  of  our  school.  For  such  girls  are  almost  always 
earnest  students,  anxious  to  profit  by  the  advantages  of  the  course 
and  destined  to  bring  credit  to  the  Seminary  in  future  years.  Too 
many  enter  imperfectly  fitted  and  labor  under  that  disadvantage  for 
a  long  time.  It  may  help  toward  uniformity  in  preparation  and 
good  scholarship  to  establish  a  system  of  examinations  for  admission 
to  all  the  classes.  If  such  a  plan  should  be  adopted  it  would  be 
well  to  set  forth  the  requirements  for  admission  to  each  of  the 
classes  quite  explicitly  in  the  annual  catalogue  and  to  send  copies 
of  the  catalogues  to  all  schools  as  far  as  possible  where  pupils  are 
being  prepared  for  the  Seminary. 

JANITOR. 

Many  of  the  improvements  made  in  our  rooms  and  apparatus 
are  due  to  the  ingenuity  and  interest  of  our  janitor,  Mr.  Daniel 
Fisher,  whose  intelligent  sympathy  and  interest  in  all  our  work, 
unfailing  patience  and  kindness  to  the  girls  and  courtesy  to  the 
teachers  render  his  services  to  the  school  invaluable. 

The  ideal  of  scholarship  and  of  our  course  of  study  as  a  means 
of  preparation  for  usefulness  in  life  is  high,  but  every  year  in  the 
quality  of  the  teaching  and  the  attainment  of  the  pupils  we  are 
reaching  results  nearer  to  that  ideal.  In  our  work  the  interest  and 
good  wishes  of  our  alumnae,  of  late  so  warmly  and  kindly  expressed, 
are  sources  of  great  gratification  to  me  and  I  am  confident  are 
destined  to  be  potent  factors  in  the  future  welfare  of  the  school.

The  accounts  of  Exeter  published  in  the  cyclopedias  always 
mention  that  it  contains  the  Phillips  Academy,  the  Robinson  Sem- 
inary,  a   High   School,    and  an   excellent   system    of   preparatory 
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schools.  In  future  notices  of  our  town  there  should  be  added  to, 
or  perhaps  precede  this  list,  the  statement  that  it  has  a  public 
library  of  about  ii,ooo  volumes;  that  some  of  the  books  are  rare 
and  many  more  of  great  practical  value,  and  that  this  collection  is 
housed  in  a  substantial  structure  which  has  evoked  the  praises  of 
architects  and  lovers  of  architectural  art. 

The  Library  is  one  of  the  institutions  of  which  Exeter  may  well 
be  proud,  and  this  satisfaction  will  increase  if  the  same  liberal  and 
intelligent  support  is  given  it  in  the  future  that  has  marked  the 
appropriations  of  the  past  five  years.  All  that  is  asked  for  it  will 
be  a  profitable  expenditure,  as  its  constantly  increasing  use  plainly 
shows.  No  intelligent  adult  or  youth  need  have  a  dull  evening, 
for  the  Library's  open  doors  afford  him  almost  boundless  opportuni- 
ties for  entertainment  or  solid  instruction.  The  library  is  a  counter 
attraction,  and  in  many  cases  a  preventive  of  loafing  and  vicious 
indulgence.  As  such  it  may  be  called  the  people's  university, 
while  to  teachers  and  students  of  both  sexes,  and  to  skilled  work- 
men in  every  branch 'of  the  useful  arts,  it  offers  important  help;  a 
help  which  every  year  is  better  appreciated,  and  more  earnestly 
sought  for.  It  is  a  moral  and  intellectual  agency,  which  supplements 
and  helps  the  work  of  churches  and  schools  by  adding  practical  in- 
formation to  the  inculcation  of  general  truths. 

The  importance  and  general  appreciation  of  the  Library  are  best 
attested  by  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  persons  who  make 
use  of  it.  During  the  past  year,  28,067  books  were  drawn,  against 
24,816  in  1897-8;  20,359  i'^  1896-7,  and  17,111  in  1895-6.  The 
largest  number  taken  out  on  any  one  day  during  the  year  just 
ended  was  271,  while  the  217,  the  maximum  of  1897-8,  was  several 
times  reached  or  exceeded.  The  counting  of  visitors  to  the  read- 
ing rooms  is  necessarily  imperfect,  as  people  often  come  in  when 
all  the  Library  attendants  are  out  of  sight  in  the  alcoves.  Yet 
during  the  past  year,  12,834  persons  are  known  to  have  come  in — 
most  of  them  readers — against  11,425  during  1897-8.  One  would 
suppose  that  the  majority  of  Exeter  families  were  long  ago  provided 
with  cards,  yet  382  new  cards  have  been  issued  in  1898-9,  against 
354  in  the  preceding  twelve-month. 

The  number  of  books  purchased  during  the  year  was  5  1 6,  against 
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473  ^^  1897-8.  The  gifts  to  the  Library  were  fewer  in  number  than 
during  the  previous  year,  which  were  exceptionally  large,  including 
sets  of  magazines  and  aggregating  250  volumes.  The  presenta- 
tions for  the  twelve-month  include  32  books  and  172  pamphlets  from 
the  national  government;  48  volumes  from  Mr.  Frank  Burley ;  13 
from  Professor  Wentworth ;  9  (in  French)  from  Miss  Fletcher ; 
single  volumes  from  Captain  A.  A.  Folsom,  of  Boston,  Mr.  Sidney 
Smith,  of  New  York  and  the  Rev.  Jacob  Chapman  and  the  Exeter 
News-Letter.  Seven  other  volumes  came  from  miscellaneous 
sources.  Twenty-two  pamphlets,  exclusive  of  those  from  the 
government,  were  also  received. 

Among  the  additions  of  the  past  year  were  an  unusual  number  of 
important  books  of  travel,  more  costly  than  average  purchasers 
could  afford  and  including  Sven  Hedin's  Remarkable  Journey 
across  Asia,  Landor's  Tragic  Adventures  in  Thibet,  and  Peary's 
Arctic  Researches.  An  atlas  was  also  bought,  containing  the  first 
good  map  of  the  Klondike  region,  and  Charles  Dudley  Warner's 
unequalled  literary  collection  was  completed:  These  books  were 
not  bought  with  the  public  money,  but  were  paid  for  from  the  vari- 
ous Merrill  funds,  which  restrict  purchases  to  works  of  "permanent 
value."  Much  of  the  town's  appropriation  is  devoted  to  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  the  Library,  for  the  funds  cannot  be  used  for  that 
purpose  any  more  than  for  buying  the  light  and  transient  fiction  of 
the  day.  Consequently,  the  Library  must  be  sustained  by  popular 
appropriation.  Its  expenses  have  been  carefully  watched,  and  no 
money  has  been  wasted ;  yet  they  will  increase  rather  than  dimin- 
ish in  the  future,  if  the  number  of  visitors  continues  to  grow  as 
rapidly  in  the  future  as  it  has  done  in  the  past  few  years.  On  busy 
days  and  evenings,  on  Saturdays  especially,  two  persons  are  in- 
adequate to  wait  upon  applicants  with  reasonable  promptness.  The 
help  question  may  become  an  important  problem  at  no  distant  day. 
During  several  months  of  1898,  the  librarian,  Miss  F.  E.  Moulton, 
was  compelled  to  lay  aside  her  duties  through  an  attack  of  nervous 
prostration,  from  which  she  is  now  recovering.  Assistants  were 
employed,  and  paid  for  mainly  by  the  librarian,  for  the  burden  that 
fell  upon  Miss  Byington  was  heavier  than  she  could  bear,  though 
she  was  very  faithful    in    the    discharge   of  her  multii)lied  duties. 
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These  new  arrangements  brought  Httle  or  no  increase  of  the  pay 
roll,  or,  to  be  precise,  about  two  dollars  and  a  half  during  the  whole 
of  six  months. 

During  the  year,  the  upper  story  of  the  Library  building  was  utihzed 
by  the  removal  thither  of  many  public  documents,  seldom  called  for, 
for  which  there  is  no  room  on  the  shelves  of  the  stack  room.  They 
had  been  kept  on  shelves  in  the  cellar,  which  proved  too  damp.  In 
their  present  place  they  are  accessible  to  any  searcher  for  political 
information,  and  the  change  was  effected  at  trifling  expense.  • 

The  members  of  the  committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion 
that  this  report  has  shown  good  reason  for  asking  for  the  same 
appropriation  that  has  been  cheerfully  granted  for  the  last  three 
years.  The  Library  cannot  be  kept  up  to  its  present  standard  of 
usefulness  on  any  smaller  sum  than  that  suggested.  It  would  cer- 
tainly be  mistaken  economy  to  close  its  doors  for  one  or  two  days 
of  the  week ;  to  lessen  the  number  of  periodicals  in  the  reading 
room,  or  diminish  the  purchases  of  books,  regarding  which  careful 
discrimination  is  now  exercised.

To  the  qualified  voters  of  the   Toivn  of  Exeter  : 

You  are  hereby  requested  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  subjects  : 

I  St.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  Town  Clerk. 

2nd.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  three  Selectmen. 

3rd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  two  trustees  of  the 
Robinson  Female  Seminary  ;  one  for  the  unexpired  term  occasioned 
by  the  resignation  of  Sperry  French,  and  one  for  the  term  of  seven 
years. 

4th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers,  auditors  or 
committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5  th.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
support  of  schools,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  repairing 
the  highways,  for  repairing  and  building  bridges,  for  repairing  and 
building  sidewalks,  for  building  drains  and  sewers,  for  payment  of 
the  town  debt,  for  lighting  the  streets,  for  defraying  the  expense  of 
decorating  the  graves  of  Union  soldiers,  for  the  pay  of  the  firemen 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  for  other  charges  arising  within  the  year. 

6th.  Upon  petition  of  J.  G.  Oilman  and  fifteen  others,  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  ^2,000  for  the  pur- 
pose of  procuring  and  maintaining  Welsbach  lights  to  assist  in 
lighting  the  town.  The  said  sum  of  ^2,000  to  be  deducted  out  of 
the  amount  appropriated  for  street  lighting  purposes. 

7  th.  Upon  petition  of  Robert  Scott  and  ten  others,  to  see  if  the 
town  will  vote  to  make  a  contract  with  the  Exeter,  Hampton  and 
Amesbury  Street  Railway  Company  for  lighting  the  streets  of  the 
town  by  electricity,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 
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8th.  Upon  petition  of  A.  T.  Severance  and  thirteen  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  put  in  an  electric  light  on  High  street, 
170  yards  east  of  the  light  at  the  entrance  of  Auburn  street. 

9th.  Upon  petition  of  Chas.  A.  Warburton  and  thirty-five 
others,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  one  electric  light,  to  be 
placed  at  or  near  the  junction  of  Upper  Front,  Winter  and  Morrow 
streets. 

loth.  Upon  petition  of  S.  J.  Colcord  and  ten  others,  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  locate  a  hydrant  at  the  corner  of  Epping  and 
Brentwood  road,  and  one  at  the  junction  of  Washington  street  and 
Brentwood  road. 

nth.  Upon  petition  of  J.  H.  Symonds  and  twenty- two  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  and  maintain  a  system  of 
sewerage  in  the  section  of  the  town  known  as  the  shoe  shop  field, 
said  sewer  to  be  constructed  to  drain  all  streets  in  said  section,  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor. 

12th.  Upon  petition  of  W.  M.  Jenkins  &  Co.  and  forty-nine 
others,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,000, 
more  or  less,  for  the  purchase  of  a  steam  fire  engine,  and  erect  a 
house  for  the  same  on  land  adjoining  the  old  burying  ground  on 
Winter  street,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers  to  expend  said  appropriation  for  said  purposes. 

13.  Upon  petition  of  T.  A.  Fenton  and  nineteen  others,  to  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  place  one  electric  light  at  the  foot  of  Parker 
street.
